2. The Council will be an advisory body. It will advise 
Government on such specific issues relntinc: to economic 
policy and development as are referred to it by the Prime 
Minister and also on such issues as the Members them¬ 
selves may briuR up for Government’s consideration. 

3. The Council will be serviced by the Planning Com¬ 
mission and will submit its reports to the Prime Minister.
